True a war with Russia is 

inevitable, and the British Government knows this as well 

as any other person; but obviously the St. Petersburg Gov- 

ernment is not ina position to declare war for some time 

to come. It is preposterous to believe the story that Mahä- 

raja Dalip Singh has been appointed Commander-in-Chief 

of the Russian troops, and is already on his way to India 

at the head of a large Russian army. Native newspapers 

should be very careful in publishing news regarding the 

Mahärdja s movements, and should not spread false sensa- 

tional rumours which may frighten the people and render 

the newspapers themselves answerable. to the law.

Considering these frauds and irregu- 
larities both the First Arts and the Entrance Examinations 
should have been entirely ‘cancelled, aud all ths bandf- 
dates who appeared at the exaininations, except of course 
those ‘who have been suspected of ‘misbehaviour, should 
have been re-examined, It is a matter for deep regret that, 
althoug h the task. of i inquiring into the frauds and irregulari- 
ties bosse with the examinations was entrusted to 
competent persons, ‘the Feanlt of their invéstigation has not 
been satisfactory; on the one hand, the principal culprits have 
not been discovered ; while, on the ‘other, an injustice abs 
been done to innocent candidates. .
